It is not 
uncommon for hounds to change hands at 
prices ranging from £50 to £500, and I 
heard quite recently ot one dog sold there 
which realised the fine price of £550.

CORK, Friday. 

T is estimated that between six hundred 
| and seven hundred employés in Cork 

drapery firms will be aifected by the 
decision of the Cork Employers’ Federation 
to reduce wages, as reported yesterday. 

A five per cent. cut is to take place im- 
muediately, and an additional five per cent. 
from January Ist next. These reductions 
will apply to all workers earning over £110 
per annum, and will include directors. 

Inquiries made at some of the 
firm: in Cork to-day show that this step 
has been rendered necessary by the serious 
falling-off in trade withim recent -months. 

Up to the end of last year, one manager 
stated, conditions bad not been so bad, 
though they were not satisfactory. During 
the first six months of this year, however, 
matters had hecome worse, and a reduction 
of wages had become the only alternative to 
dismissing some of the staff in the various 
firms. 

Ceneral trade depression is blamed for 
the present situation, and it is said that the 
farmers, who do a great deal of their 
shopping in the city, are not getting such 
good prices for their stock, and that, con 
sequently, their purchasing power has 
diminished. It also is pointed out that there 
is a large number of multiple shops in 
Cork, and that !ocal firms are competing at 
a disadvantage with them.

ERIOUS rioting is reported to have 

occurred at Newchwang, a hundred 
miles south of Mukden, Manchuria, where 
eight hundred bandit soldiers attacked the 
city early this morning and engaged three 
hundred and fifty Chinese police in heavy 
fighting. 

The town is reported to have been set on 
fire, and all communications have been 
cut. Both the Japanese Consulate and the 
police station were attacked. 

At Changchun Japanese ‘planes are 
reported to have dropped sixty bombs on 
a large body of Chinese troops, estimated 
at six thousand, which started firing on 
the ‘planes while they were reconnoitring 
over Peishan-Chengtse, on the Mukden- 
Hailung Railway. 

A message from Mukden states that 
about six hundred and fifty bandits are 
ravaging the districts west of Mukden, 
overpowering the Chinese police and loot- 
ing a number of towns. Two Japanese 
có bombing aa were to-day 

spatched to the scene. A Japanese farm

ATHENS, Friday. 

Air-Commodore Kingsford Smith arrived 
at Tatoi Aerodrome, tired, but undaunted. 
at seven o'clock this evening. 

After a formal welcome by the 
authorities and members of the 
Aviation Corps, Air-Commodore Kingsford 
Smith was escorted to the aerodrome 
restaurant, where he related his ex- 
periences, 

‘““I cannot beat -Mollison’s record to 
England now,” he told Reuter’s (Corre- 
spondent, ‘‘but-I1 intend to beat him in 
a return flight from England to Australia 
My machine behaved splendidly, and | 
have every confidence that I shal] suceced 
when I try again. When I arrived at 
Bushire 1 was twenty-four hours in front 
of Mollison, but my landing at Milas 
spoiled everything. 

‘When I landed there the Turkish 
police seemed to appear from nowhe 
They treated me as a suspicious character 
and I was not even able to telegr raph to 
my friends or to let them know when | 
was able to leave. 

“IT was kept a virtual prisoner in a 
room at a hotel. Two sentinels stood out 
side my door, and I 
communicate wit 

‘The police inflicted upon me ititer 
minable interrogations. They 

wanted to know why I landed at Milas 
and not somewhere else. Fin: ally they said 
that I must wait until the Government in 
Angora gave me permission to leave. This 
morning it came, and so I was able to 
continue. 

All being well, I hope to start for 
Rome at nine o'clock to-morrow mociing. ’ 

The airman admitted to Reuter’s Corre- 
spondent that he had heen compelled by 
illness to descend at Milas. He is evidently 
still far from well as the resuit of sun- 
stroke while flying across India.

FORESTRY PROGRESS 
IN FREE STATE. 


MILLIONS MORE READY 
TO PLANT. 


- 


INCE the last report dealing with 
S sair | In the lLrish Free State was 

issued by the Department of Agriculture 
and technical instruction an account might 
be added of the considerable progress that 
has been made by the Forestry Department 
from the end of the vear dealt with in the 
report to the present time. 

The report, issued on March 2 of this vear, 
covered the financial year ended oh March 3), 
1930, and stated, among other things, that 
events since the operation of the Forestry 
Act, 1928, and during the two years whic 
elapsed before it became operative, had 
emphasised the extreme urgency of preserv- 
ing the comparatively few woodlands still 
remaining in the Free State, and of main- 
taining a certain proportion of hedgerow 
timber to provide shelter and ornament to 
agricultural holdings. 

The general stagnation of the timber trade 
during the year under review checked a 
certain amount of felling which otherwise 
would have taken place, but the disinclina- 
tion of many owners to replant woods which 
had been fellad during the last ten or fifteen 
years was still a prominent feature of private 
wood management, and emphasised not merely 
the importance of remedial measures, but 
alsa the necessity for acquisition by the State 
of suitable iands for afforestation. 


COUNTIES EXCLUDED. 

The activities of the Department were 
proceeding on normal lines, and acquisition 
was geverally keeping pace with the planting 
programme. The difficulty of obtaining 
suitable land in large blocks was, however, 
proving a serious hindrance to the contem- 
plated general scheme of forestry develop. 
ment, and had resulted in certain counties, 
o: certain portions of counties, being more 
or less exeluded from a share in the 
activities of the Department in this 
connection, Blocks of land of compara- 
tively small size could be acquired, and 
were being acquired in the immediate vicinity 
of existing forest units, and the Department 
were constantly being urged to purchase 
similar blocks elsewhere. In districts in which 
work was about to be initiated sufficient land 
must be acquired at the outset to warrant the 
expenses of supervision and management, 
whereas, in districts which already possess 
a forestry unit these expenses formed only a 
fraction of the whole when applied to any 

articular piece of land. In view of these 
acts. State afforestation could never be 
eafried out uniformly over the entire country, 
but must be localised or confined to districts 
in which the particular class of land required 
could be most easily found and acquired. 


TWO NEW FORESERY UNITS. 

During the vear ended March Slst, 1930. 
fifteen new forest properties containing in all 
6.1245 acres were acquired. Two new forest 
units—Ards demesne, Co. Donegal, and Cool- 
hanagher, Queen's (o., had been formed in 
consequence of the additional acquisitions. The 
total area of forest land acquired up to the 
end of the period under 3 amounted to 
44.2564 acres. Negotiations in various stages 
were proceeding for the acquisition of from 
15,000 to 20,000 acres of additional land. 
During the season 3.0683 acres of land were 
planted, and, in addition. an area of 2173 
acres of plantation which had been destroved 
by fire was replanted. The total area of land 
planted was, therefore. 39°64) ecres, for 
which, approximately, 6,500,000 trees were re- 
quired. ne total aren of land planted up 
to the date covered by the report was 23,359} 
acres.

NURSERY AT AVONDALE. 

The Department, it mav be mentioned. 
has opened a new nursery at Avondale, hav- 
ing taken in a much larger area of land 
there, and the trees now in that area in- 
tended for planting number close on twelve 
million. The conditions at Avondale are 
very favourable. The soil is better than 
the average for afforestation. and a visit to 
the Forestry Station there would reveal a 
very greau variety of trees. Indeed, with 
the exception of the tropics, the trees at 
Avondale represent the trees in al] parts of 
the world, and among the gost successful 
have been Douglas Fir, Sitka, Spruce, Japa- 
nese Larch, Abies, Grandis. Pinus, 
and Insignis. In the course of 
twenty-five years Douglas’ Fir has reached 
a height of from 70 to 80 feet, while 
Japanese larch has displaved almost equal 
rapidity of growth. In addition to the forest 
plots, many clumps have been formed of the 
newer introductions from China. Species of 
eucalyptus are found among the rarer trees, 
and three of them—monigera. muelleiri and 
viminitis—have reached a height of 60 to 70 
feet in the course of twenty years. 


COMING SEASON’S WORK. 

The Department is making preparations for 
the planting of 3,000 to 4,000 acres in the Free 
State in the coming season. All the plants 
raised for planting operations now are being 
produced from seed sown and raised in the 
Department s own nurseries. There are in all 
44, million plants in these nurseries, divided 
into transplants of various ages, and seedlings 
irom one to three years old, a large proportion 
nf which are in the Avondale Nursery. 

Attention is now being given to the pro- 
duction of broad-leafed trees, such as ash, 
oak elm and sycamore, and considerable 
euantities of seed have heen collected in the 
Free State. and have been sown. 

Dealing with the general condition of 
plantations, the report of the Department 
already referred to indicates that in virtually 
ail the forests held by the Department the 
health and vigour of plantations are satisfy- 
ing, and that in many cases there has been 
decided improvement within the last year or 
two

| This description was applied to the practice 
of captive hare coursing in a condemnatory 
resolution passed at the Armagh Diocesan 


| Synod yesterday. The resolution called on all 


clergymen to instruct public opinion and to 
bring pressure on the Government to abolish 
the evil practice by law. 

The Rev. Precentor T. J. McEndoo, moving 
the resolution, said that in many parts of 
Ireland, North and South, the so-called sport 
of captive hare coursing was still extensively 
practised, and if the agitation against it was 
allowed to die down the youth of the country 
would continue to be contaminated. In his 
view, the practice was worse than bull- 
fighting, and how any people calling them- 
selves Christians could indulge in it passed 
his comprehension. ‘‘ Up to the present,” 
he said, “ we who are responsible for this 
agitation have been repeatedly sold and be- 
trayed by responsible Ministers of the Nerth 
of Ireland Government.’’ The Opposition 
party in the Parliament, who had helped the 
Government to defeat proposals for the 
abolition of this practice, were men who were 
brought up to hold that the dumb animal 
had no rights at the hands of man. The 
Prime Minister had promised to call a roun4- 
table conference in the autumm to go into the 
raiter, and from him théy looked for some- 
| thing tangible.

Sir,—M attention has been called to an 

article and to a letter in your issue of the 

4th August last, in which it, is ‘stated that 
the County Committee of Agriculture of 

County Clare has, during the past two years, 

been planting “ rice grass” on mud flats. I, 

too, have been experimenting. _ [ planted on 

maritime mud flats Sfertina’ Townsendi, a 

few handfuls only, 300 plants, in March, 1929, 

in muddv slobland, covered and uncovered by 

every tide. In January, 1970, I slanted 

4.000; in April, 1931, 10,000. Of those 

planted: in 1 about half died. In 1950 

I tried some in mud, covered and uncovered 

(a) by every tide, and some on mud. covered 

and uncovered; (b) by medium spring tides. 

and some covered and uncovered (c) by the 
highest spring tides only (there are some nine 
of these latter in the year, each lasting a few 

‘davs—some twenty-seven days altogether). 

All im (a) are flourishing, in (b) mone ‘have 

died. but they vary: whereas, in (c) nearly 

all died. This shows it is necessary that tie 
plants be covered hy every tide, depth of 
sev water does not seem to matter 

The foreshore should have a mixture of sand 
and mud. Pure sand, devoid of mud, will 
not do. The 10.000 planted this vear, covered | 
by every tide from one to six feet deep, are 
flourishing. This success may he partly due 
to the policy I adopted. of not severing every 
root, and of not planting each shoot 
separately. Dv separating <arefully each 
individual shoot I mav have iniured all: so. 

with the 10,000 planted in April, 1971. I did 

not separate them individually, but planted 

in bunches, from four to six inches across.

INCOME TAX ON BRITISH 
INVESTMENTS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—Your article in yesterday's issue 
will interest a good many persons of 
moderate income. The injustice of the 
present method of assessment is admitted, 
and it is difficult to understand why redress 
should be granted to big investors and should 
be refused to those of moderate means. My 
| income from British investments for the 
year ending April, 1930, was £290, but fell 
to £260 for the vear ending April, 1931. I 
was, however, obliged again to pay on the 
larger sum, which means that 1 have been 
fitied £47%0s, (£30 at 3s.) -bétatse of my 
reduced income. 

Feeling the unfairness of this, I sent in a 
claim for rebate, but had to learn that, no 
mattér how unjust this imposition might 
appear, my claim could not be considered 
because my loss of income did not amount 
to 20%. The absurdity of the position 1s 
further seen when it is noticed that, had 
my income increased by £30, instead of being 
decreased, I would, under the present law, 
have been rewarded by freedom irom 
taxation on the amount of this increase—.e., 
I would get a bonus of £4 10s. instead of 
being fined. I understand that this injustice 
is to be. continued, and that I shall have

NO FURTHER MEETING TILL

DEATH IN DUBLIN 
NURSING HOME,

WE deeply regret to announce the death 
of the Right Rev. John Mason 
Harden, D,D., LL.D., Bishop of Tuam, 
Killala and Achonry, which occurred xt 
& nursing home in Dublin yesterday 
evening, after some weeks’ illness. : 
The late Dr. Harden, who was the son 
of Mr. Benjamin Arthur Marshail 
Harden, and Dora, daughter of Mr. 
Cornelius Carleton, was one of the manv 
distinguished Dublin men who received 
their early education at the Rathmines 
School under the late Dr. Benson. . At 
Trinity College, Dublin, where he was a 
Scholar in 1890, he had a brilliant career, 
He graduated with a Senior M oderatorship 
in Classics and a Junior ‘loderatorship 
in Ethics and Logic in 1892, and carried 
off all the principal prizes in the Divinity 
School. He took his B.A. degree, and 
“5 Boe Biblical Prize, .Arch- 
bishop King’s Divinity Prize (first) and 
fhiú r Osier's Divinity Prize (second) 
in 1893. He won the Biblical Greek Prize 
(first), the Wall Biblical Scholarship, the 
Syriac and Chaldaic Prize (first) and 
Hebrew Prize in 1894; the Divinity Testi- 
morium (first class) and Theology Exhibi- 
tion (first) in 1895; and, four years after- 
wards, the Elrington Theological Prize. 
He took the degree of B.D. in 1896. the 
degree of M.A. in 1898, and became an

He was co-editor with the 
late Dr. John Gwynn, Professor of 
Divinity and Archbishop King’s Lecturer 
in Divinity. Trinity College. Dublin, of 
the “ Book of Armagh.” and assisted the 
present Dean of St. Patrick's Cathedral, 
Dublin. with the “ Book of Moling.”’ Dr. 
Harden's publications also included “An 
Introduction to Ethiopic Christian Litera- 
ture.”’

MORE RIOTS 


BREAK OUT. 
GLASGOW SHOPS 
LOOTED. 


POLICE ATTACKED 
BY MOB. 


MANY ARRESTS MADE 
IN THE CITY. 


Scenes of the wildest disorder occurred in 
Central Glasgow last night, the riots being 
of a far more serious nature than those of 
Thursday night. There were no mass 
gatherings as on the previous night, but 
the crowds rushed from place to place, 
where they smashed windows and looted 
shops. 

Up to eleven o'clock the police had 
arrested forty-nine persons, forty-four for 
forming part of. a disorderly crowd and 


five for looting. 


POLICE OVERWHELMED. 


The police were overwhelmed with calls 
which came in from the various parts of 
the city, and were not as strong as they 
were on Thursday night. 
Police Office was again used as their head- 
quarters. 

The extraordinary feature of last 
night’s disturbances was that there were 
scores of cases of disorder within a radius 
of half-a-mile of the Central Police Office. 
The trouble really began about 8.30, when 
the mounted men had to charge about a 
hundred people outside the High Court, in 
Jail square. Batons were used to disperse 
the throng, and this incident started the 
series of arrests. 

The scene was quickly changed to 
Glasgow Cross, and here, again, the 
mounted police had to charge the crowd. 

While this disturbance was going on 
another disturbance broke out along 
Gallowgate, and the police were rushed 
there in a ‘‘ Black Maria.” Batons were 
used continuously, and it was in this dis- 
trict that most of the arrests were made. 

The police made a swift move, using a 
fleet of “ Black Marias ” to patrol the 
affected districts, and as soon as a crowd 
gathered, constables dashed out from the 
wagons and dispersed them. 


CROWD’S MISSILES. 


Jam jars, bottles and stones were 
thrown at the police, and in one street a 
small tin trunk was thrown from the top 
flat of a house. Some men struggled so 
violenjly that it took five.constables to 


carry them to the police station, where at | 


one time twenty men were lined up. 


One big man, who was bleeding pro- | 


fusely, required seven constables to carry 
him to the station, and inside the station 
his struggles were so violent that it took 
six constables to hold him on the floor. 

Private motorists assisted the police 
considerably by taking constables — 
different centres of the city. A number 
of shops. in Salt Market and Argyll 
street were damaged, and the plate-glass 
windows were smashed. . 

Five persons were arrested for alleged 
looting. 

At 11.30 small groups of demonstrators 
were still hanging about the streets, and 
the police were patrolling the main 
thoroughfares. 


M.P.’S ARREST. 

Twelve persons appeared at Glasgow 
Police Court yesterday on charges con- 
nected with the rioting in Glasgow on 
Thursday. The defendants included Mr. 
McGovern, M.P. for Shettleston, who pro- 
tested against an alleged alteration of the 
charge preferred against him. He and 
the other defendants were remanded in 
custody until to-day.

LIPTON. 


ERRAND BOY TO 
MILLIONAIRE. 


“THE WORLD’S BEST 
LOSER.” 


———— 


IR THOMAS LIPTON died at his 
London home at 7.15 last might in 
his eighty-second year. He had been ill 
for just over a week with a chill, which he 
was thought to have contracted while 
motoring. On Thursday it was announced 
that his condition was causing grave 
anxiety, but he rallied during the day, 
and there were hopes of his recovery. 

The official announcement made by his 
secretary last night was as follows:—“ I 
regret to announce that the slight improve- 
ment noted in Sir Thomas Lipton’s con- 
dition early this morning was not main- 
tained, and that he died peacefully in his 
sleep at 7.15 p.m., in the presence of his 
four medical advisers and several of his 
old friends. The cause of death was heart 
failure. The funeral arrangements will be 
announced later.’’ 

There was always a popular miscon- 
ception to the effect that Sir Thomas 
Lipton was an Irishman, and this arose 
out of the fact that both his parents were 
Irish. Thomas Johnston Lipton was born 
in a Glasgow tenement house, in surround- 
ings of the utmost poverty and squalor, 
on May 10th, 1850. He was the son of an 
Irish farmer who had settled at Cambus- 
lang, €o. Lanark, his mother being a 
dauchter of Frank Johnston, of Shamrock 
Mill, Clones, Co. Monaghan. At the age 
of nine he became errand boy at a salary 
of a half-crown a week, and thus started 
a career which brought him not only 
enormous wealth, but also the friendship 
of royalty and membership of the Royal 
Yacht Squadron, one of the most exelu- 
sive clubs in the world. By the time that 
he had reached his seventeenth year his

He boucht tea 
estates in Ceylon, and soon his name upon 
tea packets was horne all over the world. 
bringing to him in return both fame and 
millions. Sir Thomas was one of the late 
King Fdward’s closest friends, and three 
generations of the British Royal family 
and many Continental rulers. includinz 
the ex-Kaiser held him in high esteem. 
One of the greatest gestures of his lonz 
life was made upon the occasion of Queen 
Victoria's Diamond Jubilee, when Sir

| Thomas made a princely gift of £25.000 


to the “ poorest of the poor ’’ in London 

The gift was made anonymously, but 
later the donor’s name was revealed, and 
he was knighted, being made a baronet 
in 1902. Periodically he visited Glasgow 
to distribute free packages of biscuits and 
chocolates to the poor children of the slum 
areas, and in 1923 the citv honoured him 
with the freedom of Glasgow. In 
February, 1927, Sir Thomas Lipton de- 
cided to relinquish active control of the 
business which he founded, and in the 
same vear he resigned from the board of 
Lipton’s, Ltd. 

Lipton’s fame as a vachtsman was even 
greater than that which commerce had 


Í brought him, and his gallant efforts to 


win back the America Cup for Great 
Britain secured for him the admiration of 
the world and the title of the “ World's 
Best Loser.’’ This was affectionately 
coined for Sir Thomas by _ the 
Americans, in whose . country’ there 
was always a warm welcome for the 
sporting Scotsman. He built five 
Shamrocks. and between 1899 and 1930 
made five unsuccessful attempts to lift 
the “Old Muec.” as he called it. He 
died with a life’s ambition fruatrated 
and. had he lived another vear, he would 
“IT am 
trving to live until 1922.” he said shortly 
“when I shall be eighty 
two. Then I shall make one more bid 
for the America Cup.’’ 

He died unmarried, 
Among other distinctions which life 
brought to him may be included the 
decorations of Grand Officer of Crown of 
Italy and the Order of St. Sava. the last 
being conferred npon him bv the late King 
Peter of Servia in recognition of his war 
time services to refugees.

MINISTER’S STATEMENT.

McGilligan, in reply to a question by 
Deputy O'Kelly as to whether current 
was being sold too cheaply, said that he 
did not know what the answer was, and 
he explained that, owing to the nature of 
the estimates of revenue and expenditure 
submitted to him, he could not decide.

INSTRUCTION TO THE COMMITTEE.

HE Rev. S. Mayes proposed that the

The Rev. Mr. Mayes said that they had 
reached what might be called a deadlock with 
the Government in the Stranmillis Training 
College dispute. It had been through the 
efforts of the United Committee that they had 
an educational system in Northern Ireland 
second to none. The original Act of 1925. in 
which an education authority was prohibited 
from providing religious instruction, was a 
menace to the future of the province. They 
had no guarantee of having Bible instruction 
provided in schools, nor security that they 
would have Protestant teachers for Protestant 
children. Through the efforts of the United 
Committee and the Urange Order all that was 
changed. The Churches were no longer out- 
siders, but partners in education. 

**We do not want the Protestant Churches 
to control, but we insist on their existence 
being recognised, just as the Government has 
recognised the existence of the Roman Catholic 
Church,” said the proposer. ‘‘ The existence 
of the Protestant Churches should be as evi- 
dent ta Protestant children as the existence 
of the Roman Catholic Church is to Roman 
Catholic children.. We differ widely from the 
Roman Catholic Church in our conception of 
true education, but we cannot tolerate a state 
of things where organised Christianity is 
ignored.”’ 


CHURCH AND STATE IN ENGLAND 
_ The concordat between Church and State 
in England, proposed after numerous con- 
ferences with heads and Jeaders of all the 
Churches and most experienced educationalists 
in the land, followed closely in its main 
Sr neg on the Education Act of Northern 
reland as amended in 1930. If anyone has 
anv doubt as to the worth of what your 
representatives have been contending for and 
achieved, one should study the proposals put 
forward in England after seventy years’ 
experience of public control. 

e reason why the part giving. the 
Churches suitable representation on the Stran- 
millis Jraining College Management Com.

MORE MONEY FOR SAME

ILL Dublin: follow the example of 

certain firms in Cork, which propose 
to reduce the salaries of their staffs by five 
per cent. forthwith, and five per cent. on 
January 1st next? 

I had an interview with Mr. L. J. Duffy, 
General Secretary of the Irish Union of 
Distributive Workers and Clerks, in 
Dublin yesterday. 

“ The only comment that I would like to 
make on the matter is this,’’ said Mr. 
Duffy,’ ‘‘ that this is precisely what 
Happened in the case of a number of firms 
at the outbreak of the Great War. One 
very important firm in Dublin reduced the 
salaries and wages of its staff by twenty 
per cent. in September, 1914. We pro- 
tested and resisted it, and in two or three 
months’ time that firm recognised its error, 
and discovered that instead of the dis- 
appearance of the gold standard damaging 
business, it improved it, and as a matter of 
fact.every penny that was deducted from 
the employés was subsequently restored. 
We think that the Cork people are equally 
misguided in their proposal 


RISING PRICES. 


é“ The cost of raw materials of all de- 
scriptions is rising, and that is particularly 
true of raw materials imported into this 
country and Great Britain. Obviously the 
increased cost of raw materials will be re- 
flected very soon in the wholesale prices 
of. manufactured articles. The retailers 
also will put up the prices, and the net 
effect of this on trade is an increased turn- 
over. In other words, for the same volume 
of trade the retailer will get more money. 

‘Then, as regards the worker, his real 
wages will be reduced because the cost of 
the commodities which he has to purchase 
will be higher.’’ 

As regards the Cork proposal, Mr. Duffy 
said that there would be a general meeting 
of members of the union in Cork on Mon- 
day or Tuesday to consider the matter. 

The proposals of certain Cork employers 
to reduce salaries, Mr. Duffy explained, 
referred to the following five firms only, 
and all are in the drapery trade: Messrs. 
Alexander Grant and Co., the Queen’s Old 
Castle, the Munster Arcade, Messrs. Cash 
and Co., and Messts. Dwyer and Co., Ltd. 


DUBLIN DRAPER’S VIEW. 


“4 AIr. David Kellett, president of the 
Dublin Merchant Drapers’ Association, 
told me that his association had met earlier 
yesterday morning and discussed the de- 
cision of the Cork Employers’ Federation, 
but have not yet made any move towards 
advising a reduction of wages. 

Mr. Kellett said that at the meeting 
some of the members suggested that they 
should follow the example set by Cork, but 
he expressed the opinion that as the pound 
was falling in value, and that as a result 
there was bound to be an increase in the 
cost of goods, the workers were suffering 
an automatic reduction of wages. He 
thought that on no account would it be 
advisable to attempt a reduction. He was 
of opinion that the action of the Cork 
Federation was entirély wrong. 

This opinion, he informed me, found 
agreement among a large number of the 
employers present at the meeting. 

In a number of the principal drapery 
establishments in the city I was informed 
that there was no intention as yet to reduce 
wages. 


PRIMATE ON THE 
CRISIS. 


CELEBRATION OF ST. 
PATRICK’S COMING. 


— 


HE Primate (Dr, D'Arcy), in his 
I address to Armagh Synod yesterday, 
said that they met at a very critical 
time in the history of the United Kingdom. 
They had seen a strong determination to 
contront the peril and to endure whatever 
sacrifice might be necessary. It was won- 
derful to see political opponents sinking their 
differences and joining hands as brothers to 
meet the danger. It made them proud to 
belong to a people who could exhibit such 
firmness and tenacity when face to face with 
peril. 
THE CHURCH’S POSITION. 
Continuing, the Primate said:—In view of 
some developments which have taken place In 
recent years, it seems to me that we may 
well, at the present time, consider our posi- 
tion as a Church in relation to past history 
and future prospects. ‘There 
regard our Church as a branch of the Church 
of England planted in leland. The tact is 
that it was tor seventy years only that the 
Church ot Ireland was united with the Church 
of England—trom 1800 to 1870. At the latter 
date the Act of Disestablishment severed the 
union of the Churches. I do not say whether 
this was a good thing or not; I merely note 
it as a fact. 
When we go further back, to the history 
of the sixteenth century, we find that the 
Church of Ireland at the Reformation was 
not a newly-aeated thing. The truth is, 
it carried on its old organisation in all 
essential elements, but purified from many 
accretions and corruptions, into the new 
world which was then coming into being. 
All the Bishops, with two exceptions, 
accepted the Reformation. All Church build- 
ings remained in the hands of the Reformed 
Church. ‘There was no transfer of the old 
churches from one organisation to apother. 
The Reformed Church of Ireland. in fact, re- 
presented and carried on the Orders which 
had come down from the early days of Irish 
Christianity. The most marked characteristic 
of the Irish Church was its independence, 


THE COMING OF ST. PATRICK. 

The Primate reviewed the life of St. Patrick 
in view of the commemoration next year of 
his coming. Next year will be the 1,500th 
anniversary of his coming, and arrangements 
for the Services are well advanced. It is In- 
tended that the 17th March, St. Patrick a 
Dav, should be observed separately in every 
Cathedral or other centre throughout Ireland. 
Later in the year it is arranged to hold a 
conference in Dublin. 

Here in Armagh, he said, we are bound 
to do something quite special, and we are 
arranging to have a great Service in the 
Cathedral on Thursday, June 9 

For this commemoration invitations have 
been sent to representatives of Churches 
with which our Church of Ireland is in 
communion. The heads of the Churches of 
England, of Wales, and of the Episcopal 
Church of Scotland have accepted that in- 
vitation. We expect, that is, the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, the Archbishop of 
Wales, and the Primus of Scotland. The 
Archbishop of York was invited, but cannot 
be with us. We hope that other leaders 
will also come. The Bishop of Birming- 
ham has promised to come, and, in con- 
nection with the celebration, to preach at 
a great Service in Belfast Cathedral. All 
the Bishops of the Church of Ireland hope 
to be with us for the occasion. 


MEMORIAL AT SAUL. 


It was also proposed to erect a Memorial 
Church at Saul, County Down. at the spot 
where St. Patrick landed; and it is earnestly 
hoped that the effort will receive liberal sup- 
port from all members of the Church of 
Ireland and their friends in other lands. 
You will see that it is our wish and intention 
to make ‘the whole celebration as representa- 
tive as ‘possible. There are, within the 
Anglican commurion, various types and 
schools of thought. All can unite in venera- 
tion of the devoted character and labours of 
the Apostle of Ireland.
